On  Monday  November 
7th  at  the  second  general 
meeting  of  The  Students' 
Administrative  Government 
of  Erindale,  a  special 
committee  was  set  up  by  a 
vote  of  5  to  4  to  study  the 
effectiveness  of  the  present 
council  structure.  This 
committee  will  report  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  council 
to  be  held  Monday 
November  10. 

The  request  for  this 
committee  was  made  by  a 
group  of  students  who 
attended  the  meeting.  Their 
dissatisfaction  with 
S.A.G.E.  hinged  on  two 
things;  the  absence  of  any 
organized  programs  and  bad 
representation.  Spokesmen 
for  this  group  were  Ian  Hall, 
Rick  Hadden,  Bryan  Jones, 
and  Mark  Brodzki. 

S.A.G.E.  then 
hammered  out  a  rough 
budget  for  this  coming  year. 


Of  top  priority  was  a 
flexible  figure  of  $1500.00 
set  for  interest  free  student 
loans.  The  Erindalian  was 
granted  $350.00  to  get  itself 
into  print  and  details  of 
continued  support  for  the 
paper  will  be  decided  later 
in  the  month.  A  more 
detailed  budget  can  be  fixed 
when  the  Committee 
Chairmen  are  established. 

This  was  the  next 
problem  to  be  overcome  by 
the  council.  At  present  only 
the  Social  Committee  has  a 
chairman  in  the  person  of 
Su  Crowe  and  the 
Performing  Arts  in  Kate 
Hanson.  At  the  meeting 
Sophie  Vitkovitsky  was 
approved  as  the  chairman  of 
the  Arts  Committee. 
However,  this  still  left  all 
sorts  of  positions  open  and 
so  the  Council  decided  to 
give  the  responsibility  to  the 
Year  Reps.

The  Erindalian  has  run  consistent  editions  every  week 
of  the  school  year  from  its  inception  in  November  of  1968. 
Great  efforts  have  been  made  in  many  fields  to  generate 
enthusiasm  and  increase  strength  in  all  aspects  of  college 
life.

We.  as  a  newspaper  staff,  feel  that  grand  steps  forward 
have  been  taken  in  respect  to  our  publication.

Any  land  of  reply  about  any  issue  or  portion  of  the 
newspaper  gives  us  a  critical  look  at  ourselves  as  writers, 
gives  SAGE  a  sounding  board  for  student  and  faculty 
opinion,  and  gives  each  student  a  basis  for  discussion  with 
others,  which  is  what  6(Kf  of  this  institution  is  all  about. 
We  are  not  apathy-baiting  nor  condemning  any  one  sector 
of  the  college.  We  are  requesting  that  we  not  be  allowed  to 
write  or  print  anything  without  question.

HOUSING  ON  CAMPUS 


CO-OPS  ARE  DEAD

Erindale  is  a  very 
progressive  institution  (that 
is  what  I  have  been  told). 
Administration,  faculty,  and 
students  work  together  here 
in  an  harmonious  whole. 
Nowhere  else  is  this  idea 
better  isllustrated  than  in 
the  area  of  housing. 

The  Erindale  College 
housing  movement  started 
in  November  of  1968  when 
Prof.  Chris  Plowright  and 
Mr.  A.T.R.  Powell  rented 
3327  Mississauga  Rd.  and 
invited  four  needy  students 
to  live  there  (yours  truly 
included).  It  was  called  "the 
Co-op"  and  it  was  operated 
according  to  the  cooperative 
theme.  This  did  not  work 
out  too  well  for  a  variety  of 
reasons,  chief  among  them 
was  the  fact  that  we  had  no 
conception  of  what 
"cooperation"   entailed.   In 


January  two  students  left 
and  two  more  joined.  We 
had  by  this  time  become 
co-ed  (a  fact  that  sparked  a 
dazzling  round  of  intriguing 
gossip,  none  of  which  was 
true).  At  around  the  same 
time  two  ''Co-op 
Associates"  joined  the 
movement;  Ross 
Vanderburgh  and  Andre 
Bennet. 

Ever  since  the 
movement  started  we  had 
been  negotiating  with  the 
administration  of  college  for 
them  to  take  over  the  title 
of  the  house,  a  move  that 
would  substantially  reduce 
the  rent.  At  that  time  the 
landlord  was  the 
Peel-Halton  Trust  Co. 

These  negotiations  went 
from  the  Erindale  College 
Council,  to  a  Committee  of 
council  to  an  Erindale 
Housing  Task  Force.  In  May 
of  1969  still  no  progress  had 


been  achieved.  The  College 
was  planning  on  renting  the 
Basilian  Monastery  down 
the  road.  When  that  scheme 
collapsed  in  June  of  '69  the 
success  of  the  Co-operative 
Movement  seemed 
inevitable. 

Around  this  time  two 
students,  Rene  Clemens  and 
Ian  Hall  rented  the  little 
cottage  next  to  the  Colman 
Place. 

With  September 
looming  large  in  the 
immediate  distance, 
something  had  to  be  done. 
Suddenly,  (like  a  bolt  from 
the  blue)  the  College  was  in 
possession  of  five  houses 
'with  $10,000  alloted  for 
renovation  for  each  house. 

The  new  scheme  was  an 
immediate  success. 
Accomodation  was  provided 
for  approximately  forty 
students  and  these  vacancies 
were  filled  almost  at  once. 


The  aim  of  the  housing 
movement  has  been 
achieved.  That  is,  to  provide 
low  cost,  on-campus 
housing  for  students  and  to 
form  a  nucleus  for  an  after 
five  social  and  intellectual 
life.  Last  year  more  than 
one  third  of  the  student 
body  visited  the  "house  on 
the  hill."  This  year  it 
appears  that  the  trend  is 
continuing. 

The  co-op  movement, 
however,  is  dead.  Even  if  I 
could,  I  do  not  think  I 
would  live  on-campus  again. 
This  is  a  personal  opinion. 
Somehow  the  unity  and  the 
fun  created  by  eating 
together,  scrounging  for 
furniture  together,  sitting  in 
the  laundromat  together  or 
cutting  the  grass  together 
seems  to  b<J»lost. 

But  wait  a  minute! 

What  about  the  house 
on  Grenville  Road. 


Last  Wednesday  night 
at  SAC's  general  meeting 
held  at  Scarborough 
College.  The  Council 
decided  to  ignore  the 
signatures  of  2,300  students 
across  this  campus.  (178  of 
these  came  from  Erindale) 
The  issue  arose  when 
Council  came  to  discuss 
ratification  of  the  C.U.P.E. 
contract.  This  issue  had 
been  brought  up  before 
Council  but  had  been 
repeatedly  tabled  pending 
further  amendments  to  the 
contract.  Council  was  then 
asked  to  ratify  the  contract 
as  amended. 

About  a  month  ago 
signatures  for  the  petition 
were  solicited  because  some 
members  of  Council  were 
concerned  that:  a)  The 
contract  was  be  ing 
rail-roaded  through  the 
Council  and  b)  That 
students  across  campus 
should  be  allowed  to  decide 
on  this  issue  of 
"unionization"  of  the 
Students'  Administrative 
Council.  According  to  the 
Vice-President  of  SAC  — 
Bob  Barkwell  -  Students 
are  'share-holders'  -  if  this 
is  the  case  then  they  should 
have  a  say  in  matters 
affecting  the  Council  which 
they  financially  support  to 
the  tune  of  $12  per  person. 
As  a  result  2,300  signatures 
were  collected  from  all  the 
Colleges  across  campus.  One 
hundred  and  seventy  eight 
(178)  students  from 
Erindale  College  signed  the 
petition.       9 

The  petition  in  effect 
asked  SAC  for  the 
opportunity  of  deciding 
whether  or  not  the  students 


of  U.  of  T.  wanted  or  did 
not  want  their  Students' 
Administration  Council 
employees  to  unionize 
under  the  Canadian  Union 
of  Public  Employees  -  local 
1222. 

The  petition  followed 
exactly  the  conditions  set 
forth  in  the  SAC 
constitution,  Bylaw  111, 
subsection  C-3,  it  states: 
"the  student  body  shall 
have  the  right  to  vote  by 
referendum  on  any  motion 
passed  or  defeated  by  the 
Council  on  presentation  of  a 
petition  to  this  effect  signed 
by  2000  eligible  voters  with 
names  and  ATL  numbers, 
subject  to  the  provision  that 
no  more  than  500  from  one 
constituency." 

The  motion  to  ratify 
the  contract  and  allow  SAC 
employees  to  unionize  was 


presented  by  Mike  Simon 
(Scarborough  College)  and 
was  passed. 

A  petition  of  2300 
signatures  was  then 
presented  by  Eric  Miglin 
(Engineering)  asking  for  a 
campus  wide  referendum  in 
compliance  with  the  above 
Bylaw. 

The  Students' 
Administrative  Council  then 
voted  to  ignore  the  students 
by  defeating  the  motion  to 
accept  the  petition. 

Your  SAC  Reps  -  Su 
Crowe  and  Ken  Philbrook  — 
voted  to  accept  the  petition. 

This  is  how  the 
Students'  Administrative 
Council  chooses  to 
represent  those  who  elected 
it  -  by  ignoring  them!!!

THE  WAR  GAME

The  War  Game  has  an 
impact  far  beyond  that  of 
the  conventional  "shock 
treatment".  Values  and 
morals  crumble  with  visual 
fed  tactile  realizations  of 
^e  potential  of  brotherly 
hate.  The  "Game"  seeks  out 
non-believers  and  one  only 
has  to  listen  to  the  laughter 
of  the  audience  die  when 
the  heat  drops  the  first  child 
to  his  knees,  to  realize 
audience  participation 
consists  mainly  of  gut 
involvement. 

Technically  the  film 
was  excellent.  London  is 
stripped  of  prejudices  and 
disintegration  of  values 
presents  itself.  The  cost  of 
sandbags  no  longer  matters 
to  those  burning  alive;  one 
man,  dying  realizes  that  the 
shotgun  he  had  held  so 
closely  is  no  use  in  fighting 
the  fire  that  consumes  him. 
Public  opinion  in  the 
movie  only  added  irony  to 
the  tragic  end.  Juxtaposed 
scenes,  such  as  those  of  the 
holocaust  and  the  peaceful, 
"logical"  Vatican,  showing 
the  hypocrisy  and  the 
presumption  that  is  latent  in 
man's  conception  of  his 
"brother".  The  public's 
opinion  of  retaliation 
spurred  the  viewer  on  to  ask 
the  question  about  being 
"your     brother's     keeper". 


Would  your  acts  be  similar, 
in  effect,  to  those  of  the 
people  you  are  watching? 
Would  you  be  the  same? 

The  viewer  must 
uncomfortably  answer  — 
Yes!  When  is  the  sharing  to 
start?  In  the  government?  In 
the  home?  In  yourself? 
Wherever  it  starts  it  has  to 
be  universal,  and  one 
wonders  if  such  a  task  can 
ever  be  accomplished  on 
such  a  scale.  We  should 
begin  now  to  build 
psychological  shelters  to 
prevent  the  idea  of  war! 
Once  germinated,  this  idea 
cannot  be  stopped  by  the 
grains  of  sand  of  diplomatic 
small  talk  .  .  . 

One  criticism  that  I 
have  is  that  the  film  itself 
represented  the 
metaphysical  holocaust  that 
is  going  on  at  the  present 
moment.  I  believe  that  an 
attempt  should  be  made  to 
move  the  emphasis  on  'what 
will  happen  if  to  'what  is 
happening  to  us  now'.  To 
me,  the  War  Game  was  not 
much  more  than  an 
elaborate  eleven  o'clock 
newsreel.  If  one  forgets  so 
easily,  what  is  the  point  of 
the  movie?  People  must  be 
shown  the  way  more 
strongly  by  others  perhaps 
the  'hard  way'  for,  indeed 
most  'know  not  what  they 
do'  or  even  why. 


If  Erindale  students  don't  draw  an  audience  they  can  always  be  depended  upon  to  go  out  and  get  one.  This  man  rode 
on  the  float  for  about  a  block  and  then  was  let  off.

Ve  order  clean 
koffee  andt  you  schipt 
schidt  mixed  mitt  der 
koffee.  It  was  a  mistake 
yest?  Ve  lik  you  to  schipp 
der  koffee  in  von  sak,  undt 
ratt  schidt  in  von  odder  sak, 
den  ve  mix  to  suit  der 
customer.

The  construction  at  the 
north-east  corner  of  the 
Erindale  College  campus  of 
a  concrete  tower  resembling 
a  conventional  lighthouse  is 
nearing  completion.  The 
tower  is  in  fact  a  lighthouse 
of  a  new  and  unusual  type, 
and  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be 
built  in  North  America. 

Instead  of  emitting 
ordinary  light  -  which 
might  have  the  disastrous 
effect  of  attracting  lake 
steamers  too  far  up  the 
Mississauga  Road  -  it  is 
designed  to  emit 
glostrophonic  rays.  Such 
rays  have  for  some  years 
been  used  successfully  in 
battery  chicken  runs.  This  is 


the  first  time  the  benefit  of 
this  invention  has  been 
applied  to  human  beings. 

The  architecture  of  the 
College  was  specially 
designed  to  avoid  the 
dangers  of  permitting 
natural  light,  a  known 
carcinogen,  to  impinge  upon 
the  human  frame.  As  many 
of  the  rooms  as  possible 
have  been  constructed 
without  windows.  In  each 
of  these  a  glostrophone  is 
fitted,  which  picks  up  the 
rays  emitted  continuously 
by  the  lighthouse  tower.  By 
this  means  working  facilities 
are  made  excellent. 

It  is  hoped  to  provide 
only  glostrophonic  light  in 


all  the  rooms  of  the  College 
by  late  1971. 

A  further  development 
in  progress  is  the  supp' 
muted    oxygen    to    al     ^tt 
rooms.     At    present    *    ^^ 
50%  of  the  accommodative, 
is     so     supplied.     Muted 
oxygen      prevents 
over -cerebration     and     is 
known  to  subdue  excessive 
interest  in  the  opposite  sex. 

This  is  a  particularly 
interesting  development,  as 
its  application  to  battery 
chickens  was  at  no  time 
practicable.  The  College  is 
therefore  in  the  forefront  of 
experimentation  in  this 
regard.
